1EABER OF LIQUOR 
BANDITS SENTENCED 


WIl! Exploit Peninsula Throughout 
East; Plan July 4th Celebration. 


Arnold V. Thompson (Siren Term of 
One to Five Years In Prison. 


Board Takes Drastic Action Following 
Proprietors’ Failure to Sell After 
License Is Revoked. 


. J. Escheibach Now Remodeling 
house; Plans Concrete Building on 
South Side of Theater. 


Plans for the raising of an adver¬ 
tising fund of $35,000, with which the 
Peninsula Bureau of Chambers of 
Commerce proposes to exploit the 
peninsula throughout the East, were 
announced this week. One of the first 
money-raising features planned by the 
Bureau Is a Fourth of July celebra¬ 
tion to be held at San Carlos speed¬ 
way. 

The publicity committee meets 
Friday to work out details. A mod¬ 
erate admission fee will be charged 
and proceeds will be used by the 
Bureau in its big advertising cam¬ 
paign for boosting the peninsula com¬ 
mercially, resMentially and climatic¬ 
ally. Efforts are being made for mov¬ 
ing picture scenes of the peninsula to 
be shown in Eastern theaters, as well 
as a flood of booklets, etc. 

At the big celebration at the speed¬ 
way, tentative plans call for a stock 
car auto race, pony express, bicycle, 
cowboy, motorcycle races, as well as 
air plane and parachute stunts, cos¬ 
tume pageants, boxing and foot rac¬ 
ing and Coney Island features, barbe¬ 
cue, side shows. 


Arnold V. (Tommy) Thompson 
sentenced Monday morning by Super¬ 
ior Judge George H. Buck to serve a 
term of from one to five years in San 
Quentin prison for the part he played 
in the robbery of the McNear liquor 
vaults and the holding of the family 
of Julian Hart captives at the McNear 
home on the night of March 1st last. 

When Thompson appeared for sen¬ 
tence, having been found guilty by a 
jury of first degree burglary, his at¬ 
torney, Edward A. Cunha, moved for a 
new trial on statutory grounds and 
presented facts to the jury in support 
cf his motion. After consideration, 
Judge Buck ruled that Thompson was 
entitled to a new trial. Cunha then 
announced that his client desired to 
withdraw his plea of not guilty to 
robbery and first degree burglary arid 
to enter a plea of guilty to second de¬ 
gree burglary. Following consulta¬ 
tion with District Attorney Franklin 
Swart this was agreed to, and Thomp¬ 
son entered a plea of guilty. He 
waived time for sentence, and was im¬ 
mediately sentenced to San Quentin 
by the court. 

Julian Hart made a strong plea for; 
Thompson on the ground that he held, 
the bandit gang in chock at all times 
and that had he not acted as he did j 
the Hart family would have fared! 
much worse than they did. He also j 
announced after science was pro¬ 
nounced that he would use his Influ¬ 
ence to secure a parole for Thompson.

By action of the city trustees taken 
Monday night; Henry Colombo and A. 
Mainini were given notice to close 
their poolroom, known as the Cali¬ 
fornia Poolroom. At the meeting held 
Moday, April 24th, the two were given 
two weeks in which to sell the place, 
their license being revoked at that 
time because of charges lodged by 
the city marshal that the place was 
not conducted in an orderly manner. 
They have failed since, it would seem, 
to make a sale, and the place was ac¬ 
cordingly ordered closed. Applica¬ 
tions for licenses to sell soft drinks 
and to conduct a pool hall at the place 
have been received from several men 
in San Francisco, the supposition joe¬ 
ing that they would purchase if 
licenses were granted them. Licenses 
were refused to these men by the 
board, and to end the matter the 
place was ordered closed. 

A letter was received from Mrs. 
Carrie Winterhalter calling attention 
to the stench prevalent around the 
South San Francisco station of the 
San Mateo car line because of the 
stagnant water standing in pools near 
by. The chairman of the board stated 
that he fully agreed with the writer 
of the letter that it was a most un¬ 
sanitary and dangerous condition, and 
the clerk was instructed to take the 
matter up with County Health Officer 
Dr. F. H. Smith, the place being out¬ 
side the city limits. 

Clerk Daniel McSweoney was in¬ 
structed to write the city engineer re¬ 
questing him to draw up plans and 
specifications for the grading of the 
civic center. 

Trustees' F. A. Cunningham and L. 
G. Hardy were appointed on a com¬ 
mittee to interview the Rev. C. L. 
Peck to learn what valuation the local, 
Methodist church places upon its lot 
at the corner of Maple and Grand 
avenues. A proposition for the city 
to purchase this lot has come up at 
various times in the past, but hereto¬ 
fore no agreement as to price could be 
reached. 

The clerk was instructed to write j 
to E. C. Peck, asking him to clear 
away the unsightly pile of brick on 
the lot at the southeast corner of^ 
Maple and Grand avenues. 

City Trustee A. J. Escheibach asked! 
for and was granted a permit to erect 
a concrete building beside his theater, 
on Linden avenue. 

A resolution was passed adopting! 
plans and specifications for the Im¬ 
proving of Chapman avenue, Gardiner| 
avenue and some portions of Ran-1 
dolph and Green avenues in Peck's 
Lots. A second resolution was adopt¬ 
ed declaring the intention of the 
board to improve these streets. 

A third resolution ordered a portion; 
of Linden avenue, a portion of Cypress 
avenue, a portion of Randolph avenue 
and Martin avenue, Broadway, Selby, 
avenue, Lodge avenue, Dassel avenue 
and Helm avenue closed. These ave¬ 
nues are in the tract surrounding the 
new Martin grammar school and this 
action means a readjusting of streets 
in this section of the town, it being 
the plan to reopen streets here on a 
different plan. 


Building operations now in progress 
at the Royal Theater assure South 
San Francisco one of the finest mov¬ 
ing picture houses on the peninsula. 
The plans of the proprietor, A1 J. 
Escheibach, include increasing the 
seating capacity of the house from 
460 seats to 600, the installation of a 
$20,000 pipe organ, and the putting in 
of a new and up-to-date heating and 
ventilating sys^m. 

The brick building where the Royal 
Theater has been conducted by Mr. 
Escheibach for a number of years is 
being extended twenty feet to the 
rear. This is to give ample room for 
a commodious stage with electric 
lighting apparatus and appurtenances 
and a pit for the big new organ, one 
of the finest in this region. The en¬ 
tire interior of the building is to be 
renovated, repainted and redecorated.

RAPIDLY MOVING AUTO TURNS 
COMPLETELY OVER WHEN THE 
DRIVER ATTEMPTS TO TURN 
WHEELS OUT OF TRACK. 


Pietro Prefetti of Colma was almost 
instantly killed and two friends, Al¬ 
bino Di Giovanni and Oliver Cecchl, 
both of Colma, were injured shortly 
after Monday morning when the car 
in which they were driving over¬ 
turned near the corner of Grand ave¬ 
nue a short distance from the South 
San Francisco station of the San 
Mateo car line. According to th^ 
testimony of Giovanni and Cccchi at 
the coroner’s inquest, the overturning 
of the car was caused by the dislodg¬ 
ing of one front tire and rim when 
the driver attempted to jerk the ma¬ 
chine out of the Grand avenue car 
tracks along which they had been 
driving. 

The three young Italians had left 
Colma early in the evening to bring 
two friends to South San Frai ris o. 
The car was a Dodge BroB. roadster 
without a top. The three were driv¬ 
ing back toward Colma at about 12:30 
o'clock. Giovanni was driving, and 
had been "riding the track” for some 
distance. He admitted that he had 
been driving at a rapid rate. When 
about 150 feet from the corner he 
attempted to turn the car out of the 
track, when a front tire and a rim 
came off. The car turned completely 
over and righted itself again. Pre- 
fetti's head was crushed by contact 
with the pavement. By a miracle the 
injuries sustained by his two com¬ 
panions were of a .Minor nature. City 
Marshal C. u. Conrad was immedi¬ 
ately notified and took charge of the 
situation. Prefetti, who was uncon¬ 
scious, was removed to the South San 
Francisco Hospital, but never re¬ 
gained consciousness, dying within a 
few minutes after the accident. 

It was brought out at the inquest 
hold at the Nieri undertaking parlors 
Tuesday morning that the death car 
was the property of a Colma rancher 
named Kavanaugh and had been bor¬ 
rowed for the trip by the driver, Al¬ 
bino 1)1 Giovanni. 

Prefetti was but 20 years of age, 
and was the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Andrea Prefetti of Colma. He had 
been in Colma but a short time and 
left Italy but a little over a year ago. 
He was known to his two companions 
only as "Tony," and his body lay la 
tho morgue of Deputy Coroner S. 
Nieri until Monday afternoon before 
he was identified by bis brother, 
Nellq Prefetti of Colma. 

Prefetti’s funeral took place 
Wednesday afternoon from the Nieri 
parlors. Mass was said at Holy An¬ 
gels’ Church in Colma, the burial be¬ 
ing at the Italian Cemetery.
